America n family life is rapidly 
deca y ing 
because 
the 
tra ditiona l bonds tha t used to hold it. to g e th e r a r e g iving 
wa y under the cha ng ed conditions of modern lite. 
This is a ccording to Dr. W. F. Ogburn of the University 
of Chica g o. 
In the old day s, sa y s Dr. Ogburn, fa milies were held to­ 
g ether by seven ties— affection, economies, religion, protec* 
tion, recrea tion, educa tion and fa mily status. 
“ There remains of these original ties now only the tie ot 
a ffection which rea lly binds,” he sa y s. 
“ 1 h*' other six, 
while not entirely g one, a re nea rly so and it is only that first 
me which holds most fa milies tog ether now .” 
This sta tement of the ca se, somehow, fa ils to prove as ter­ 
rify ing a s Dr. Og b’ "*n seems to find it. 
lo sa y tha t tumilies 
are held tog ether by nothing but a ffection is like compla in­ 
ing tha t only the fa ct tha t they fall in love impels y oung 
people to g et married. 
There may be only one element in­ 
volved; y et it is strong enoug h and inclusive enoug h to ma ke 
up for the lack of the others. 
In survey ing the cha ng es which modern time has brought 
we are a pt to color by g one scenes with too rosy tints. 
It is 
quite possible to a dm it that fa m ilies held tog ether more 
firmly a century a g o tha n now without a dmitting that that 
condition wa s better tha n the present one. 
In the va st ma jority of ca ses it is to be doubted w hether 
a ny very worth-while end is g a ined if a ny bond other tha n 
the bond of affection holds people tog ether. 
It isn’t plea s­ 
ant to think of a fa m ily whose members all desire freedom 
and y ea rn to go their sepa ra te wa y s, held cooped tog ether 
in one house by the requirements of brea d and butter. 
W ives forced to cling to drunken husba nds because they 
knew they would sta rve if they left them ; y oung men com ­ 
pelled to sta y at home and drudg e beca use a barren farm 
required their presence as laborers; mistrea ted, underfed 
children held in a hom e that wa s misery for them beca use 
nowhere else in all the world could they find any one else to 
feed a nd clothe them ; da ug hters, uncla imed by suitors, liv­ 
ing throug h y ears of home drudg ery beca use economic and 
social conditions did not permit una ttended girls to go out 
and m a ke their own living s— surely , these a ren’t pretty pic­ 
tures. 
Yet the “ g ood old da y s,” when all of Dr. Og burn’s 
seven bonds were in g ood working order, were full of them. 
If the tie of a ffection is the only one tha t holds fa milies 
tog ether nowa da y s, mankind is rea lly a dva ncing . 
A fter 
all, there isn’t any other very g ood rea son for family solid­ 
arity . 
Instea d of bew a iling the pa ssing of the old conditions 
we oug ht to rejoice. 
The story of huma n progress is, in la rg e part, the story of 
the development of individua l freedom. 
I)r. Ogburn’s a n ­ 
a ly sis would indica te tha t we ha ve ma de a good deal 
of 
prog ress.

The groe- 
cers in that district are doing a prof­ 
itable business. 
The Frankford Grocers Association 
and Frankford Grocery Company is 
a practical organization of 1650 re­ 
tail grocers owning their own ware­ 
house and delivery equipment. This 
organization was started in 1H92 with 
a capital of $550. 
in 
a small store 
centrally 
located 
In 
Frankford. 
Northeast Philadelphia 
At that time a y oung man was col­ 
lecting 
delinquent accounts tor 
a 
number ot grocers in that neighbor­ 
hood. He was placed in charge 
of 
the co-operative buy ing department, 
to which lie gave half Ills time, the 
morning being devoted to collecting 
the member’s delinquent account
